Asked if he feels that he 
has attempted with his 
words to build a fence 
around those he opposes, 
Agnew replied, “You mean 
the criminal insane and 
those people?. Yes, 1 think 
that’s fair." 

Agnew asserted that Pres- 
ident Nixon has “absolutely 
not” asked him to speak 
more softly “and I will con- 
tinue to speak out.” 

As for the widespread 
campus protests and last 
weekend's demonstration In 
Washington against the 
Cambodian action, Agnew 
said:

Sen. W. Fullbright (D-
